tions of nature are conducted on 
avery large eile, and that any at- 
tempt to modify them must be 
similarly conceived, This point is 
important and will be referred to

Expanaional or Dynamic Cool-

Contact and’ Radlational cooling 
are the principal causes of dew and

In -nature the amount of 
water thus produced {s comparative- 
ly pmall, but in.the form of frost, 
can be the cause of much damage.

' Types of Rainfall. 


There are ‘thrae distinct types 
of rainfall, all of which are pro- 
duced in this way: 4hey may be 
designated orographic, eyclonic 
and thunderstorm rain, ‘ Ascend- 
ing currenta are produced 
mountain ranges, and the rainfall 
is then termed orographic. 

,, The rainfall, of the Seottish 
Highlands, Wales, Dartmoor and 
the Lake District are Mustrations 
in Great Britain, while the West 
const of India and the province of 
Assam are notable instances in the 
Kast. The extremely heavy rain- 
fall’ of Cherapunji,” in Assam, ts 
Pike most striking cxample of this 
ype. 


The trajectories of air in’ a 


‘cyclone show that the raising of 


currents of warm moist air over 
colder layers [8 responsible for 
cyclonfe rainfall, and rising vapour 
is often actually perceptible . in 
thunderstorms. .The asecnding 
current. need not of necessity be 
vertical, but no-other'physical pro- 
cess can give -rise to sufficient 
condensation to produce approci- 


‘able precipitation. 


Man's Schemes, © 


Having postulated this, what of 
man’s achemes to Induce precipita. 
tion? It will be seen that some 
neglect the essentials of the prob+ 
lem, whilst ‘others Ignore ‘the aub- 
stantial (and therefore non-econ- 
omical). scale on which attempts 
must bo made, The rarity of the 
essential moist air during droughts 
is not Tully appreciated, tho dl- 
Micully of operating aeroplanes in 
low-lying ‘clouds ‘fg ‘ignored, and’ 
the impossibility of directing any.

The decision to wind up the 
company: was, reached at an extra- 
ordinary general meeting whieh 
immediately followed. the annual 
mecting of the Company, held in 
the hoard room of Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson and Co, Ltd. ; ‘

presided: at the annual meeting, 
being. supported by Mri A. HH. 
Compton and Mr. HW. H.W. Priest 
ley ,, (directors), and Mr. L. S. 
Greenhill (seerebary). Share- 
holders present were the Hon, Mr, 
I, Shenton, Messrs. A, R. 
Coxon, R. Sutherland, P. Tod, A. 
Piercy, I.E. Maedougall and, 
He A, Rodgers. :

Varfous schemes have been pro- 
posed to bring in .a reasonable 
return, but all have come to 
nothing. 

The running -expenses of the 
Company were reduced to a 
minimum and one expedient in 
1924 was to surrender the Crown, 
Lease (for which 22,560 were 
paid annually) in exchange for 
m{ning licences costing fin per 
annum. These Licences however, 
gre only granted for two years 
and thereafter have to be renewed 
by special’ permission of the 
Government annually. oo 

Licence Renewal. Refused,

{infestation by rats, and © much 
evidence of rat rune in the garden, 

Subsequently Jie setved Mrs, 
Willard with a nolice to abate the 
nuisance and mude an appointment 
to atlend with a rat catcher, 

: “Neor Little Voles.” ” 

Mrs. Willard iid not open the 
dour and pushed’ two. letters 
through the box, 

‘In one letter to the council, 
aiid Mr. Kershaw, she wrote;— 

"J refused admission to your 
officer becuyse 1 consider as a free 
eltizen I have fulfilled my duty to 
the litle. country ratg who came 
Jinto my garden, and also because 
I object to being considered the}. 
seapegont of Platts-lane.” ' 

Mr, Kershaw suid the rats were 
not country rats, although Mrs.

6300 at about 630 p.m., 
passing Salak, and in the neigh- 
Bourhood of 344 mile, which -Is 
practically on the edge of tho 
Kuala Lumpur Sanitary Board 
limit, at about 6.45, om 
At 7.56, etates the Malay Mail, 
a Europetin who was' passing the 
spot fn his car saw tho Austin car 
overturned in the diteh and-upon 
investigating further mado the dis- 
covery of the body of Mr. Lee Ah 
Kwal, covered with dlood, and 
pinned beneath the ear. The dis-

In Restaurant Quarter. 


The stabbing had its commence- 
ment-shortly before 3 o'clock in a 
tea shop at the corner of Chun 
Ming Road and North Szechuen 
Road less than two blocks from 
the Post Office. This particular 
section of the Hongkew Districts 
is occupied ‘mainly by Cantonese 
and abounds in restaurants and 
amall shops of al) varieties. 


Largo crowds of Chinese ‘were 
attracted to the spot following the 
outbreak of hostilities between the 
{wo yangs and watched the pro- 
gress of the fight from Chun Ming 
Road 40 Wuchang'Road, the police 
having considerable diMculty for 
a tlme-in distinguishing friend 
from, foo amidst the. crowd of 
spectators, :

Large Crowd Looks On. 


A large . crowd, witnessed the 
progress of the, fight ulternately 
dashing out of the way as the 
battle veered fn their direction and 
closing in aftor ft had passed. - 


Eventually peaco and order was 
restored, five of the fighters being 
taken iintor custody, one of whom 
was the wounded man stabbed on 
North Szechyen Road. ‘The other 
man stabbed in.the tea shop was 
in a more serjous.condition and 
was removed to hospital . where he 
waa reported to be in a serious 
condition yesterday afternoon.
